"There was no pageant in General 
Slant's journey round tbe world more im-

clanger of war; the roar of cannon, the 
music — every bund playing an American 
air — the numccd yards, tbo officers on 
deck in fuil clzvgs and saluting tbe barge 
as it {iassed, the cheers of the multitude 
thronging the sbore, the fantastic day fire- 
works, tbe cannon smoke banking into 
clouds, tbe barge moving with Glow, steady 
stroke, aU formed a brilliant and extraor- 
dinary scene.

Spontaneous Combustion of Charcoal. 
It has been stated from time to time that 


charcoal used In building refrigerating 
chambers, on sbore as well as on board ves- 
sels, has ignited spontaneously. Although 
it is known that charcoal is liable, under 
certain conditions, to take fire spontane 
ously, there has been no direct evidence 
that it has ever done eo in tbe cases alleged, 
and, with the object of settling tbe ques- 
tion, an inquiry into the matter was some 
time since undertaken. Tbe facts brought 
out by this investigation are that, though 
freshly made wcod charcoal—that is, char- 
coal which has cot absorbed its moisture— 
and oxygen is liable to so called spontane- 
ous combustion, it is never liable to reig- 
nite after having been exposed to the air for 
a day or two. It appears conclusive, from 
tests and experiments made, that in any 
case if after a few days no ore shows it- 
self the charcoal may be regarded as en- 
tirely free from liability to spontaneous 
combustion. Tbe scare caused by Che sup- 
posed danger from the ignition of charcoal 
need in refrigerating chambers may conse- 
quently be regarded as groundless, and as 
no direct evidence exists of its ever having 
ignited under such -circumstances it is 
somewhat of a mystery bow any alarm 
should have arisen.—New York Liedgcr.

It was tbe 
big southern herd feeding northward from 
the Texas plains that we had come upon, 
and tbo prairie was black with buff aloes a« 
far as tbe eye could reach. 


••Thousands and tens of thousands of 


tbe heavy shouldered, shaggy necked 
brute* were pasturing as peacefully as cat- 
tle on a farm, with tbe bulls standing 
guard on tbe outskirts all around to keep 
off the wolves that were sneaking about 
tbe herd watching for a chance to snap 
up a stray call We staid to look at the 
scene for awhile before we got down to 
work. Our spencer carbine* did not carry 
far enough to stalk tbe buffaloes at long 
range. We bad to ride in on them, and, 
each man picking out tbe buffalo be want- 
ed to kill we gave our horses free rein 
and the spur, and rode at the herd. 
"I) was half a minute or so before tbe 


buffaloes seemed to get it into their heads 
that wo were coming and make up their 
minds what to do, and by that time we 
were among them. Then the nearest ones 
turned and ran, and tbis gave the alarm 
to those beyond them, and they ran too. 
So tbe panto spread through the herd like 
tbe tipping down of a row of bricks, and 
in a minute or more tbe whole herd was 
in motion. Farnswortb and Packard each 
got tbe buffalo be went for, and they bag- 
ged two more besides. But tbe one I se- 
lected—It was a fat young cow—was so 
far in the herd and ran sn well that by 
the time X was alongside her the buffaloes 
were all around me, every oue running 
bead down and tail in the air, not caring 
for what stood in tbe way. There was 
only one thing to do, and that was to go 
with them. So I sent a shot in behind the 
cow's shoulder that dropped her, and then 
let my borse take his bead. He was car- 
ried away, as a borse is apt to be. by the 
excitement of tbe stampede, and tried to 
run away. Tbis took us farther into tbe 
herd, until tbe buffaloes got to thick about 
as that he could not force his way among 
them. After that for hours and hours 
there was nothing but dust and noise, 
with buffaloes on every side a« far as I could 
see through tbe smother, crowding, jos- 
tling, pu?h*ng, every one trying to get 
ahead of the uibers. My horse WHS jammed 
and tossed about by tbe buffaloes, but ho 
kept his footing and '.vent along with the 
rest. Tha dust BUed my eves and nostrils. 


Darkness came, and still tho stampede 


went on through the night It was not 
until morning that the buffaloes glowed up 
and began to scatter and feed. I tried theu 
to work my way out from among them, 
but before I had got half way out my mo- 
tion alarmed them and they stampeded 
again. There was no stopping the thing; 
so long as they saw TOO among them they 
were bound to stampede, and there w«s nc 
getting away from them. They carried me 
along with them that day, and, although 
now their pace hn<l slowed to a walk, 
they did not stop until darkness ftl! r.gain. 
Sometimes wo would come to a gulch and 
I could hear the thumping sound as tbe 
buffaloes off to left or right went heels over 
head down to the bottom over the edge 
But by good luck tho part of the herd 
where I was struck a placp every time where 
we could get across. About 10 o'clock in 
the night tbe buffaloes halted once more 
and began to scatter and feed. A good many 
of them lay down, «w if they were tired out 
with traveling and wanted no more of it. 
I started again to get clear of them, anc 
this time, by working carefully along, let- 
ting my borse feed as he went and avoid 
Ing every motion that might alarm them, 
I get to the edge of tbe herd just as the 
sky was growing light in the east. 


"When I felt that I was far enough be 


yond the main herd to be safe against an 
other etampede, I shot a young bull 
Strange to say, this caused no stampede or 
sign of alarm among tbe buffaloes.

Bat the interests to •which this doc- 


trine is agreeable are exceedingly pow- 
erful hi politics. When Attorney Gen- 
eral Watson was told that he ongfat not 
to antagonize the Standard Oil com- 
pany, because it was nearly as power- 
ful aa tbe United States, he was told 
tbe truth. Frequently it has proved it- 
self the stronger. It has controlled the 
government and the courts. 


The trusts have Just proved them- 


selves stronger in the present adminis- 
tration than the people. They con- 
trolled congress for their own purposes 
and dictated a tariff law which deliv- 
ered the people into their hands to be 
plucked. Tbe Standard Oil trust is 
strong enough, it is said, with tbe ad- 
ministration to keep Mr. Watson, who 
refused to be drawn or bribed into its 
service while in public office, from 
promised honors. 


It was not necessary that this utter- 


ance be published to show where the 
political fealty of Senator Hauna was 
pledged. Tbe Ohio senator has clearly 
illustrated his doctrine in his political 
conduct He boond his party to the 
plutocrats and it has industriously 
served its masters.

000, acd the other is the Glucose tnuc, 
capitalized at !40.000,uaO. Both of 
these interests are allied with the brew- 
ing industry, and in this relation is 
found an explanation of the haste that 
characterized the efforts of beer manu- 
facturers to form a combine the week 
following the passage of tbe Dingley 
bill. A Brewers' tract may be looked 
for within a abort time. Tbe manufac- 
turers of beer cannot long hold out 
against snob powerful combinations as 
the Malt trust and the Glucose trust 
Bnidness exigencies will force them to 
pool their interests and concentrate 
their energies under a common head for 
the cheapening of production in order 
to preserve their profits. 


Of course tbe formation of the two 


trusts named means tbe closing up of 
some establishments in that line of 
trade and tbe throwing out of employ- 
ment of hundreds of skilled laborers 
who have been provided with profitable 
work through the season of dullness. 
The cheapening of operations under a 
combination of the capital involved will 
not reach tbe point where profits to 
stockholders will be as great as before 
the trusts were formed unless prices are. 
raised. Too many establishments will 
be idle to bring profits unless the prices 
of the commodities controlled are in- 
creased. But the prices of labor will 
remain the game, if, indeed, they do 
not fall immediately. There can be no 
doubt about their redaction in the end. 
This is one of the business purposes of 
trusts. The question of morality does 
not enter into the business proposition. 
Trust magnatca are not any more in- 
tentionally immoral than tbe rest of 
humanity. It is the effect of their op- 
erations and net the intent that is im- 
moral. 


The attention of the defenders and 


apologists of the McKinley administra- 
tion is called to this matter. Their 
claim ia that the Dingley bill was 
enacted for the protection of American 
labor. Hera are two instances that f ar- 
nish indisputable proof to the contrary. 
The high tariffs laid to encourage 
these "infant industries" have enabled 
them to enter into combinations for tbe 
stifling of competition and tbe limiting 
of production. A natural and inevitable 
result is to increase tbe ranks of the 
idle and cut down the wages of those 
left with employment If tbe Republic- 
an organs can make anything cLso out 
cf tbe situation, The Republic would 
like to reprint their arguments so as to 
rekindle hope in tbe breasts of tens of 
thousands of American citizens who 
see high prices and low wages ahead 
for the masses and enormous profits for 
the favored few so thoughtfully and in- 
geniously cared for ia the Dingley bill.

The doctor has found time to keep up on 


medical topics, take good care of bis 
patients and cultivate pigeons, all three 
very gucenaf ully.

each patient about whose condition he 
wishes to be posted one =r more of the 
carrier pigeons.

BLOND AND BRUNETTE. 


The Extreme** Xn the Distribution of the 


Two Turoaghont Europe. 


In a rough way, the extremes in tho dis- 


tribution of the blond and brunefe varie- 
ties within the population of Europe are 
as follows: At tho northern limit we find 
that about one-third of tho people are pure 
blonds, characterized by light hair and 
blue eyes; about one-tenth are pure bru- 
nettes, the remainder, over one-half, being 
mixed, with a tendency to blondness. On 
the other hand, in the south of Italy the 
pure blonds have almost entirely disap- 
peared. About one-half tbe population are 
pure brunette with deep brown or black 
hair, and eyes of a corresponding shade, 
and the other half is mixed, with a ten- 
dency to brunetteness. 
The half and half 


line scums to lie about where it ought, not 
far from the Alps.

an appreciable percentage of pure bru- 
nettes, ftmth of it brunette-ness finally 
dominates quite exclusively. It should not 
fail of note that toward the east there is a 
flight though consttint increase of bru- 
cetteneps along the same degrees of lati- 
tude acd that the western portion of the 
British isles is a northern outpost of the 
brunette type. 


Thus we see at a glance that there is ii 


gradual though constant increase in the 
proportion of dark eyes and hair from 
north to south. There are none of those 
sharp contrasts which appeared upon our 
map showing the distribution of the long 
and broad heads in Kim>pe. On that map 
the extremes were separated by only half a 
continent in cither direction from tho 
Alps, whereas in this cast: t he change from 
dark to light covers the whole estentof tlio 
continent. It is as if a blending wash had 
betm spread over the map of head form, 
toning down all its sharp racial division 
lines.—Professor William Z. Rlpley in Ap- 
pletons' Popular Science Monthly. 


The Female Pur Seal. 


The female fur seal is much smaller 


than The male, and has soft, smooth hair 
of varying shades of brown, under which 
IB the dense, short, brown fur. Tho female 
bears her first offspring at the age of 3 
years, but her full growth is not attained 
till two or three years later. The average 
weight of tho grown female is about bO 
pounds. 
The young of the fur seal, called 


a pup, is born soon after the arrival of the 
female. Its weight at birth is about ten 
pounds. Tho fur seal is polygamous, each 
male capable of holding; a place on the 
breeding grounds having from 1 to 100 
females in his charge, constituting what 
is known as a harem, the average number 
being about 30. Hut the size of each fam- 
ily is subject to variation, depending not 
ohielly on the strength of the male, but on 
the preference, of the female for a location 
and on the topography of the ground. 


The young male is very similar to the 
mi'.lu in color and appearance. He is not 


permitted, to enter the rookeries in the 


i tiling season. The old males ore very 


particular in this regard, and the bach- 
elors, as they are called, are forced to hejd 
liy themselves on what arc known as the 
hauling grounds, located near the breeding 
grounds, but distinct fro;., them. —David
